As a resu lt of th is lm licy certifi­ 
cates for n early 4,000,000 sh ares of 
stock, having an ag g reg ate p ar value 
of $4,332,880, have been deposited at 
the order of the com m issioner, m ost 
of it in th e safe d eposit vault of th e 
C orporation D ep artm en t a t S acram en­ 
to. 
E arly in the ex perience of the new 
departm ent it w as found th a t one of 
the favorite get-rich-quick schem es of 
the old-tim e prom oter w as to organize 
a com pany, ta k e h alf of m ore of its 
stociv for an asset of unproven value 
and create a m a rk e t for the sh a res 
through sale of tre a su ry stock of the 
com pany. 
W hereupon Mr. P rom oter 
would su rrep titio u sly unload his own 
sh ares on th e public and pass on to 
th e next schem e, leaving his b rain ­ 
child to fare for itself.

POPULAR HABITS AND 
COST OF LIVING 


A congress 
has 
been 
called for 
October 26, 27 and 28 at Chicago, to 
formulate a program for reducing the 
cost of living. 
There is undoubtedly 
much that can be done to lower prices 
through a more economical 
distribu­ 
tion of food products. But living costs 
are so affected by popular habits and 
whims that no economic program can 
wholly meet the situation. 
A friend from another 
town 
was 
giving a little illustration of this as 
he saw it on his vacation. 
Having 
taken a cottage at a summer resort, 
and as sum m er resort prices are com­ 
monly high, he 
thought 
Ii is 
living 
costs would be more than at home. 
But they proved to be lower. 
Meats 
in particular did not seem to cost 
much more than half as much as at 
home. 
In his home 
town 
the meat and 
grocery business is carried on by a 
large num ber of small stores. 
They 
rarely advertise their goods, and are 
content to run along in a small way. 
having to get good prices 
to 
pay 
expenses. 
At the summer resort ine 
grocery 
and meat business was mostly done 
by a large establishment. 
The sum­ 
mer people came 
to 
the store, paid 
cash, and carried away all but very 
heavy goods. 
There was no mountain 
of bad debts to charge up to paying 
customers. 
No wonder it could and 
did sell cheap. 
The American town concentrates its 
places of business in a congested dis­ 
trict, where a heavy rental must be 
paid. 
It all comes out of the consum­ 
er. 
If people were 
only 
willing to 
walk a little more, a store could lo­ 
cate a little out of the center and re­ 
duce its rental charge. 
As a matter 
of fact, this is frequently done and is 
made highly successful by advertising 
freely to draw the people to tile store, 
but some merchants do not 
realize 
how easily that can be accomplished. 
The Cost of Living Congress, there­ 
fore, confronts not merely awkward 
and primitive systems of distribution, 
but 
certain 
popular 
habits and in­ 
dolences that are a big factor in tills 
problem.

SCHOOL PROBLEMS 


The opening of fall term of school 
is watciied with keen interest by the 
parents. 
They are anxiously inquir­ 
ing as to who the teachers are to be, 
and how fur they have lite magical 
and too rare gift of interesting chil­ 
dren. 
This is a reminder of the remark a 
school committeeman once made to a 
young teacher. 
She had complained 
that she found her children inatten­ 
tive. 
She was at her wits end to 
know what to do to keep the children 
at work. 
“Oh, all you have to do is just to in­ 
terest them in their studies,” was tile 
reply. 
It is very easy to say, but 
thousands of teachers find it infinite 
ly difficult to do. 
It can not tie said thut the Little 
Red Si bool House of long ago was 
any more successful in dealing vs itll 
this problem. 
A very thorough drill 
wa* given 
in 
certain fundamentals. 
The pupil made a very creditable ap­ 
pearance on examination day. with ins 
long repetition of tables and rules by 
heart. 
But there was too much mem­ 
ory work, and too little reasoning on 
the part of Hie pupil. 
When tile old-time school studied 
history most of the pupils learned to 
repeat tile book by heart. 
It they 
missed a word or a sentence it might 
eo throw them off their track that 
they would completely Hunk. They did 
not grasp tile central Idea of a para­ 
graph so that if they forget the par­ 
ticular phraseology they could tell it 
iii their own words. 
The modern school, with all its ex­ 
perimenting and frequent superficial­ 
ity, does seem to interest the children 
better than the old school did. A great 
many teachers fail to do it, but if they 
are thus lacking they usually have to 
quit the business. 
Their results are 
too jKior to meet modern needs 
Usually the bright faces of tile little 
learners show that they are not in­ 
different to t heir work, nor unrespon­ 
sive to a well qualified teacher. 
The 
spirit of rivalry is a great thing to 
stir a class. 
If the youngsters can be 
got to think problems out for them­ 
selves, to discuss the whys and where­ 
fores, rather than to take what the 
text books say so blindly, there will 
be life in the school.
